The recent production of Federico Garcia 
Lorca’s ‘‘House of Bernarda Alba” by the 
Clarke drama department provides a useful 
reminder that “relevance’’ is achieved in 
production of an older play by confronting the 
script honestly on its own terms, not by 
tinkering with sets and costumes or by 
transposing the production into the mode of a 
more easily accessible style or period. There 
are many things about the script of Bernarda 
Alba which make the play a difficult one for 
contemporary audiences and performers. It 
is difficult to create the play’s atmosphere of 
sexual repression today. The intensely 
Spanish attitude toward religion, male- 
female roles, and the concept of honor- 
respectability further distances the script 
from non-mediterranean audiences. The 
effect of these difficulties is to make the play 
seem more distant in time from us than it 
really is. Bernarda Alba was written in 1936 
although it seems to be much older. 


Although Bernarda Alba is written in prose, 
the language of naturalism, and usually is 
confined to conversational utterance, it 
frequently bursts out into the sustained and 
hyperbolic diction of romanticism. At the 
same time, neoclassic decorum (and perhaps 
Spanish censorship) diverts these torrents of 
language into narrow channel of indirection 
and circumlocution. 


The cast and the director, Sister Carol 
Blitgen, are to be congratulated on finding an 
intelligent and passionate response to the 
difficulties enumerated above. There is 
probably no perfect solution to the problem of 
production style posed by the play. Each 
mode sets up audience expectations which 
are violated regularly by transitions into 
another mode. This requires that the director 
make some very difficult choices so that 
audiences will perceive a logical and unified 
whole, and not be thrown from one mode of 
perception to another to the extinction of both 
caring and understanding. 

Sister Carol chose to emphasize the 
emotional violence of the action over its 
formal shape. This choice has much to 
recommend it. For one thing, emphasis on the 
powerful emotional content of the play

Cancer kills a person every two minutes in 
the U.S. and the number is increasing yearly 
by almost two per cent, according to 
sophomore Bonnie Colsch. 

Colsch, and juniors Kathleen Sutphen, and 
Susan Hippen, lectured on ‘Causes and Cures 
of Cancer” Mar. 8 in Alumnae Lecture Hall. 


“Cancers vary and sometimes reflect the 
environment, including occupational 
Surroundings,”’ Colsch said, 

The first environmently caused cancer 
detected was among chimney sweeps in the 
1700s. Those who did not wash regularly 
developed skin cancer, caused by certain 
chemicals in soot. 

In recent times, workers in shale oil, coal 
tar and asbestos fiber industries have 
developed various types of cancers, 

People living in industrial area could be 
affected because of concentrated air and 
water pollution. 

Colsch said that families of asbestos factory 
workers are liable to develop cancer if they 
inhale the fibers on the workers’ clothes. 

Although cancer may be considered a 
consequence of civilization, she said the high 
rate may only be due to more reporting and 
<— detection. 

“No nationality or ethnic roup is can 
free,” said Colsch. itl wi 

In addition to the environment, certain 
plants may also contain carcinogens, (cancer 
Causing agents). These include cycasin from 


the cycad nut and Safrole from sassafras 
roots. 


Although chemotherapy is widely used for 
cancer treatment, Colsch said the orally 
taken drug can destroy the intestinal walls’ 
cell lining because such drugs cannot be 
confined to affected areas only, 

Sutphen, who talked on radiation effects in 
cancer treatment, said high energy radiation 
can Cause or cure cancer. For example, 
excessive sunbathing could cause skin can- 
cer. 


Even though radiation treatment was 
discovered in 1895, Sutphen said its wide use 
in the U.S. did not develop until the 1950s. 

“Radiation cures cancer by destroying the 
proliferative capacity of cells,” said Sutphen. 

Radiation treatments are given by short 
period exposures over a long period of time.

small smile of malice attributed to Bernarda 
in Poncia’s first scene. This addition would 
have given some seasoning to a powerful but 
somewhat monochromatic performance. 
Teresa Hofer, as Angustius, was satisfyingly 
withered and catty. Karen Ryker, as Mar- 
tyrio, gave a very clear and intelligent por- 
trayal of a twisted personality ; she was not, 
however, physically unattractive enough to 
justify references to her repulsiveness. Even 
if her deformity was more the product of her 
family’s mind than a reality, the audience 
needs a bit more visual clueing than was 
provided. A less attractive costume bodice 
would have erased this minor flaw. Mary 
Ressler, as Adela, did well in sustaining 
emotional intensity without shrieking or 
whining.

near Wounded Knee. Through these visits he 
deepened his own thoughts and feelings and 
gained a greater realization of Indian cultural 
and religious traditions. 

“Poetry and song to us are something 
sacred to them. It is a very real power. For 
example, the sun dance; it will affect their 
lives. It is probably more important to them 
than all our traditions are to us.’’ Borich cited 
an example of his good friend who had 
received two pierces in the chest during a sun 
dance. Two weeks later the Indian’s daughter 
was born with scars identical to her father’s, 
and in the same locations. 

Due to such instances, the poet is interested 
in Indian spirituality and why such hap- 
penings change the lives of Indians. He 
compares this phenomena of father and 
daughter to his personal experiences. The sun 
dance altered the Indian’s life, but first 
communion and confirmation did not change 
Borich’s life. 

According to Borich, whites are considering 
elimination of the reservations. But Indians 
find it ‘‘easier to remain close to Indian roots 
if they live on reservations, rather than live in 
urban areas exposed to the magnetism of the 
white culture.’”’ He added, ‘‘More Indians are 
being assimilated into white culture and lose 
their own, which is rich.”” Many Indians are 
not interested in learning their native 
language. 

A major conflict exists between full-blooded 
Indians and half-breeds. The latter are at- 
tracted to the job market of whites. ‘“‘Those 
with full blood don’t coexist well with white 
culture. Many half-breeds are able to step 
forward and take a job, but the full-blood 
steps back,” he explained. 

Borich recommended that whites loosen 
their control on reservations and let the In- 
dians solve their problems. Tension in this 
area is possibly already being reduced 
because ‘‘Half-breeds are not necessarily 
rejecting white culture, but accepting more of 
their own culture.” 
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selection of dean was apparent at a 
meeting with the search committee 
on Tues., Mar. 8.
